side or the other. Hence more ioterest was 
taken in this meeting than usual, and a large 
number of the stockholders were present, FPre- 
vious to the meeting 
cConsIpERAPLE Lorpyine 
was going on, and both sides of the question 
were freely discussed. Those present were 
mostiy Western men, who were generally favor- 
able to Mr. Joy and the present mavagement 
but it soom became apparent that the bolting 
Eastern party led by Messrs. Griswold and 
Forbes would carrv the day, as hints were thrown 
out frequently that Mr. Griswold had enough 
proxies from Eastern stockholders in his pocket 
to elect all his men, and defe&t the Joy party. 
MR. JOY 
arrived @ little late, and took his seat near the 
door next to Tux Tainonz reporter, whom he 
supposed to be a stocklolder, aud discussed the 
situation quite freely with a stockholder sitting 
mext to bim. Hesaid that he expected to be 
beaten owing to the fact that Messrs. Gris- 
wold and Forbes bad beep interviewing ail 
the Eastern stockhoiders during the last 
mouth, soliciting their proxies, while be never, 
solicited the vole of asing'’s persoo. Nor did 
he know that any such charges as those made at 
Boston would be brought “up until @ week aga, 
when it was too late for him to take any acon 
counterbalance the maclunations of the Bos- 
élique. He would in due time defend tim- 
self, ang show that his connection with the Con- 
struction'Company was perfectly justiiabia, and 
in every way bonorable. He also stated tliat be 
expected to be out of railroad business, except 
as a stockholder. within this year. as be inteuded 
forthwith to resign ail bis official positions and | 
go back into private life.

Pending the discussion of the Tax bill on 
Tuesday, Mr. Corron, of Iowa, proposed that 
tea should be taxed 10 cents a pound and coffee 
2 centsa pound, just two-thirds of the tax which 
Was repe two years ago. This tax would 


| have yielded a pure revenue of from $12,000,- 


000 to $14,000,000 a year without affording a 
penny of *‘ protection ” to any class or any- 
hedy, but the proposition received only thirty- 
five votes. Shortly after refusing to put any 
tax on tea and coffee, the same people 
voted to increase the present tax on 
sugar 25 per cent. Now we would 
ask any member of Congress who voted 
against taxing tea and coffee at all, and in 
favor of increasing an already high tax on 
sugar, to write usaletter setting forth his 
reasons for this discrimination. We are 
asked constantly, and confess our inability to 
answer. Sugar is one of the prime necessa- 
ries of life, as much so as salt, and already 
pays a high tax. Tea and coffee are among 
the luxuries and mild stimulants, by no 
means indispensable, and are not taxed at all. 
Now why should sugar be taxed still more, 
and tea and coffee continue to pay aothing? 
Can it be because there is a little bit of a 


“protection” grab in sugar, and nohe what- 
ever in tea and coffee? We await a reply’ 
from any of the gentlemen who ryoted in 


favor of increasing the sugar tax, and against 
all taxation of tea and coffee. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL TAX-GRAB BILL. 

The final success of the Tux-Grab bill in 
the House of Congress, after having been 
practically defeated, was a victory of the 
New England, Pennsylvania, and Eastern 
tax-grabbers over the tax-payers of the West- 
ern and Southern States. It wasa defent of 
the majority by the minority. It was a be- 


trayal of the interests of the agricultural 


classes, the laboring classes, the unprotected 
productive classes, amounting to nige-teaths 
of the whole tax-paying community, into the 
hands of one-tenth, composed of the pro- 
tected, pampered classes. It was the con- 
summation of a scheme to exact $35,000,000 
of taxation, two-thirds of which will be paid 
by the West and South, and to put $40,000,- 
000 into the pockets of thé Pennsylvania, 
New England, and Eastern manufacturers, 
all of which will be paid by the Seuth and 
West. The people of New England, Penn- 
sylvania, and-the East graciously consent 
to pay $12,000,000 increased taxation i 
order that they may enjoy $0,000, 00) 
increased profits. They make aclear $28.- 
000,000 by the operation. Inorder to enable 
them to do this, the people of the West and 
South are required to pay $64,000,000 a 
year,— $24,000,000 to the Governmient and 
$40,000,000 to the manufacturers in the 
shape of increased price of goods. 

The mystery is how, in time of perfect 
peace and under the pressure of no great 
public emergency, the representatives of the 
masses west of the Allegheny Mountains 
could have permitted the representatives of 
the select classes east of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains to overcome them. The bill was once 
defeated by the voting of an amendment fix- 
ing a tax on incomes, whereby New England, 
Pennsylvania, and the other protected Ststes, 
would have been obliged to pay something 
like a fair proportion of the increased taxa- 
tion. Thereupon the New England, Penn- 
sylvania, and Eastern representatives de- 
serted in a body, and Mr. Dawzs 
withdrew his bill. But he came back 
soon after with another, retaining 
all the objectionable features of the first, but 
throwing out a bait to the representatives of 
the whisky speculators. Had all the Western 
and Southern members been sincere, earnest, 
and alert, they might have defeated the sec- 
ond bill by simply insisting upon the income 
tax. The attorneys of the New England, 
Pennsylvania, New York, and New, Jersey 
capitalists would have fled as precipitately as 
before ; for this would have been a just and 
equitable division of the increased taxation, 
which is not what the Eastern people want. 
Instead of doing this, they were canght by 
Mr. Dawes’ shrewd device of raising the 
whisky tax 20 cents and imposing no tax on 
whisky on hand. To enable the whisky spec- 
ulators to take. advantage of this glorious op- 
portunity for money-making,—to permit them 
to make some $6,000,000 or $7,000,000 on 
the rise of whisky on hand,—the traitors to 
the interests of the Western and Southern 
people increased their burdens $64,000,000 a 
year. The mén who voted in this case 
against the interests of their constituencies 
aro here named.

election. It onght to be as fatal in the West 
and South as the vote in favor of the salary- 
grab proved to be in the last elections, We 
have made no political classification of those 
Congressmen, as the question was not a 
partisan but a sectional one. 

The bill as passed in the House, and likely 
to be passed in the Senate, does not differ 
materially from the original, except in the 
concession made to the whisky speculators. 
The 10 per cent increase of the tariff, the ob- 
jective point of the whole measure, was re- 
tained with all its original oppression. 

What carried the bill through was not the 
necessity for more revenue, but the dgsire to 
grab 10 per cent more bounty on protected 
goods, to mark up stocks on hand in like pro- 
portion, and to pocket 20 cents a gallon on 
all undrank whisky in the United Siates. The 
whole thing is a gigantic steel, and a brazen 
robbery of the masses of the people. 


There is a proposition, perhaps several of 
them, before the Legislature of Illinois to 
appoint a Special Commission to consider the 
revenue laws of this State, and report to an 
adjourned session to be held for the special 
consideration of that question. Whether 
such a Comnsission be appointed or not, and 
whether it consider that any radical changes 
in the constitutional modes of taxation be 
desirable, there is one thing it should do, and 
which the intelligence of the Legislature 


| ought not to require to bo advised by a Com- 


mission, and that is the repeal of all pro- 
visions of the revenue law for the taxation of 
intangible or unsubstantial property, which, 
os a matter of fact, is not property, but 
simply an expectation to receive property. 

The revenue law of this State provides for 
the valuation and taxation of all ‘‘ tangible” 
property of whatever kind in this State. It 
then enters upon a search for the intangilie, 
and by statute declares that to be property 
and subject to tetation which has no reality 
or substance. The Legislature can give relief 
to the people of the State, mitigate hard times, 
reduce the rate of interest on money and 
mortgages, put capital in motion, give labor 
employment, and lead to increased produc- 
tion, by a short bill repealing all of the first 
section of the revenue law after the word 
“ exempt”; also, of the third section after 
the words ‘‘ cash value” in the third line ; 
the first and second clauses in the sixth sec- 
tion ; Sec. 21, See. 82, and all others parts of 
the law founded on these provisions. 

The character of these provisions is sub- 
stantially indicated in the following citations. 
The first section declares that the property 
named shall be taxed, etc., as follows : 

Second—All moneys, credita, bonds or stocks, and 
other investments, the shares of incorporated compa- 
pies and associations, and all othor personal property, 
including property *n transitu, et-, 

Pourth—The capital stock 07 companies and associa- 
tions incorporated under the laws of this State. 

The other sections referred to are those 
establishing the rules for carrying this taxa- 
tidn into effect. Thus the capital stock of 
all companies ¢reated by the laws of this 
State is estimated by the State Board to de- 
termine the cash value of the stock and fran- 
chise over and above the assessed value of 
the tangible property of such corporation. 
The practical workings of this law have been 
frequently discussdd and exposed, and the 
lamentable and costly results of such taxa- 
tion have been shown, 

The taxation of credit in any for is un- 
justifiable. 
tion. The man who has $100 in money in 
hand, or as a credit in bank, or invesied in a 
promissory note, has received that money, 
credit, or note in exchange for some article 
of tangible property already taxed. The 


property ; it cannot be eaten, or consumed, 
as meat or fuel, and when exchanged is con- 
verted into something already taxed. The 
promissory note reflects the property ex- 
changed for it, and which is already taxed ; 
the mortgage is an evidence that the holder 
has a contingent interest in the loaned capi- 
tal which is already taxed; and there can be 
no taxation of credit which is not a duplicate 
tax of property already taxed as property. A | 
cretit is merely the shadow cast by the sub- 
stance. Is it right to thx both ? 

In the same way, the taxation of capital 
stock of corporations is duplicate taxation. 
If a company haying $100,000 cash capital | 
invested in land, machinery, buiklings, and 
materials, happen to lose $50,000, and borrow 
that much money to continue the business, 
the State taxes them on the amount of capital 
stock and debt in excess of the value of the 
tangible property. That corporation, there- 
fore, Days 50 per cent more tax, because it 
lost instead of made money. If the same 
company should be so fortunate as to make 
$50,000 instead of losing it, and, by its gen- 
eral reputation for skill, care, and economical 
management, raake its capital stock valuable 
to the owners, the State taxes the corporation 
on the value of its property and on such 
value as the State Board may place 
on the luck and skill of the company 
in excess of the taxed value of ail its tangible 
property. Here the company is taxed 50 
per cent extra on its property because of the 
good character of its managers. The man 
who ¢conomizes, saves his money until such 
time as he can invest it in tangible property, 
is hunted down by the tax-gatherer and made 
to pay 2or3 per cent taxeson his saving. 
The law of Dlinois makes thrift, economy, 
temperance, industry, and accumulation of 
earnings crimes, to be punished by confisca- 
tion, leaving no escape except by perjury and 
lying. So long as the law of the State makes 
the poesession of notes, credits, or mortcages 
an offense against society; so long as it pun- 
ishes thrift, economy, and industry; so long 
as it forbids five or twenty-five persons com- 
bining their capital to engage in industry 
which neither can do alone, under pain of 
double taxation; iso long as it taxes any 
money loaned in this State atthe rate of 3 or 
more per cent ; so long a3 it forbids capital 
being used to employ labor, engage in mann- 
factures, or any other productive industry ; 
so long as the State contigues these prohibi- 
tory provisions in its revenue law,—a monu- 
ment of the ignorance and prejudices of a 
past age,—so long will we have cnormons 
rates of interest, unemployed labor, waste of 
materials, and “* hard times.” |

THE LOUISIANA REPORTS. 

At last all the reports of the Louisiana In- 
vestigation Committee are in, and let us 
hope that wy now have heard the last of the 
miserable Business, and that Congress will 
take such ‘measures as will enable the Presi- 
dent to settle it at once and permanently. 
The majority of the Committee, Messrs. 
Foster, Pueirs, Porren, and MaRsHAuL, ar- 
rive sulistantially at the following conclu- 


sions: 1. That the people of Louisiana, in 


1874, had a free, peaceable, and full registra- 
tion ‘and election, in which a clear Conserva- 
tive majority was elécted to the Lower House 
of the Legislature. 2. That the Congerve- 
tives were deprived of their majority by the 
unjust, Dlegal, and arbitiary action of the 
Returning Board, 3. That all that is needed 
in Louidiana is to to withdraw the Federal 
troops and leave the péople of that State free 
to govern themselves. With regard to the 
recognition of Kzuuoce as Governor, Mosars. 


Foster and Purups, Republicans, say: 

The resolution commending the recognition of Gov. 
Ke..toce is based upon the general impression, not 
upon the evidence, On this point no testimony was 
taken either by the Committee or any part of it.) Ker~ 
LOGG may or may not bave been elected in 1872, but 
there is no evidence to show the fact, or if there be it 
has been neither sought nor found by this:Committee. 


Messrs. Fosrxr aud Puxtrs think that the 
popular belief, taking both Conservative and 
Radical ¢ircles, inclines onthe whole to justify 
Krxuioce’s claims, and that, as Kruzoce is 
and has been acting Governor of Louisiana 
for the past two years, to deny his right and 
install another in his place, after this lapse 
of time, might involve incalculable mischief 
to. the legal and political interests of the 
State.

ing and returning of the votes, should be a 
standing preeumption against him. Henee 
they oppose his recognition, 

The minority report, signed by Messxs. 
Hoar, Wueretern, and Frrr, finds that “' The 
tcturning Board of that State, in canvassiti¢ 
and compiling said returns and promulgating 
the resuits, wrongfully applied an erroneous 
rule of law, by reason whereof persons were 
awarded in the House ef Representatives 
seats to which they were not entiiled, and 
persons entitled to seats| were deprived of 
them,” and recommends that the persons 
wronpfully deprived of their seats be re- 
placed, and that ‘* Wirz1amM P. Krinioce be 
recognized as the (Governor of Louisiana 
until the end of the term of office fixed by 
the Conftitution,” From) these reports it 
will be seen that while five of the seven 
mem bergof the Committee unite in the reeom- 
méndatidn to recogtize Keirtoca, the entire 
Committee decides that the action of the Re- 
turning Board was illegal| and cvrrupt, and 
that the Conservatives have a majority in the 
House, or, in the language of the Président, 
that the whole thing is ‘‘a gigantic fraud.” 
This wag the very } th of |the whole contro- 
versy, and makes the Returning Board re- 
sponsible for the troubles on Jan. 4, as well 
as for all the confusion which has since et- 
isted. Whatever else may be done or not 
done, it is an imperative necessity now that 
the action of this Returning Board shall be 
corrected, and tliat the Conservative mem- 
bers who have been deprived of their scats 
shall be restored to them. If it is nat done, 
then there is nosnch thing as free govern- 
ment in! Louisiana. With regard to the ree- 
ognition of Krizoce as Governor, the ma- 
jority of the Committee report favor- 
ably, and, although (this fact does 
not relieve the miserable condnet of 
this man nor settle the validity of 
the election of 1872, still it seems to be the 
only proposition which can bring order out 
of this chaos, and 25, according to Messrs.

They confer upon him, with the advice 
and consent of the Senaie, the power

isters are made conjointly responsible 
to. the Chamber for their policy and 
personal acts, but the President is respon- 
sible only in case of high treason, thus avoid- 
ing the unheard-of acepbalous system which 
has been guggested in Chicago. Both Cham- 
| bers, by separate vote, are to have the power 
to declare the necessity for a revision of the 
Constitution. 

The provision for the election of the Sen- 
ate, or Second Chamber, has been the great- 
est hitch in the constitutional project. 
France is peculiarly situated in this regard. 
Having no King, the Senate could not be ap- 
pointed by the right of royalty, as in Italy. 
Having no separate and guasi independent 
States, the Senate could not be elected, 
as by the States of the German Empire or the 
United States of America. Having no hereditary 
nobility (primogeniture having been abolish. 
ed in 1798, and revived for a brief period 
only under the Bourbons), there would be no 
House of Lords, as in Great Britain. It was 
therefore a constant puzzle how the Second 
Chamber should be constituted so as to differ 

essentially in character and in form of elec- 
tion from’ the Lower Chamber. The plan 
adopted on Tuesday was the nearest approach 
to the American system that is possible in 
France. France is divided into over ninety 
Departments, each of which has a Local 
Legislature known as the Councils-General, 
corresponding somewhat to our Board of 
Supervisors and somewhat to our State 
Legislatures, having a little more power than 
the former and a little less than the latter. 
According to the project now adopted, these 
Departments, along with the one or two col- 
onies left to France, elect 225 members of the 
Senate ont of a total of 300 members. 
There is & proposition that the remain- 
ing 75 members shall be elected. by the 
Lower Chamber, bunt this does not seem to 
have been finally acted upon. ‘ In case they 
were so chosen, they might be regarded as 
elected by the people at large through their 
chosen representatives, The Sonators elected 
by the Departments and Colonies are to hold 
nine years; and there are to be. three 
classes, one-third of the entire number being 
elected every three years. Vacancies by 
death or otherwise are to be filled by the 
Senate itself. The Senate is permitted, 
equally wiih the Chamber of Deputies, to 
initiate laws, with the exception of financial 
measures, which must originate in the 
House, It becomes a Hich Court for the 
trial of the President and his Ministers upon 
impeachment for treason. Allthese features, 
it will be remarked, are modteled after, 
though not -xactly corresponding to, the 
American system. 

It now looks as though France will suc- 
ceed in the establishment of a comstitutional 
goverument, republican in form, and sufli- 
ciently original to be adapted to the nature 
of the people. If it comesto this, France 
will have achieved a victory over itself. It 
has heretofore, at least since the revolution 
of "93, been given to wild experiments in 
eovernment, ranging from the Commune to 
Despotism, from Socialism to Ultramontan- 
ism, from Red Republicanism to Imperial- 
iem. Never before have the French people 
asserted sufficient self-control, and given 
sufficient .deference to the experience 
of . others, to establish an _ intelligent, 
popular government for themselves. 
{f they succeed now, they will owe 
their greatest victory to their greatest de- 
feat ; for their success will be the direct re- 
sult of the terrible shock suffered in their 
latest conflict with Germany. To use a 
common but expressive phrase, the Germans 
seem to haye taken the conceit out of them. 
They appear to be willing, for the first time 
in their natural existence, to settle down to 
a rational system of constitutional’ govern- 
ment, such as the experience of ages has 
proved to be the. best adapted to intelligent 
and progressive people. We heartily hope 
they may ettzin it. 


A SPECIMEN OF VICLOUS TAXATION,

REPUBLICAN PROGRESS IN FRANCE. | 

The announcement that the French As- 
sembly has agreed upon a project fora Sec- 
ond Chamber is the most important step yet 
takon toward the permanent establishment of 
a republican form of government. In order 
to understand its importance, it is necessary 
to recall ' the progress that has been made 
since the Provisional Government. 

The Assembly is a peculiar body. It claims 
to be a constituent as ee as legislative 
body. Its duty is to givé France a perma- 
nent Government, 4s well as to provide laws 
until such Govermmnent be established. It 
has now had a life of more than four, years, 
haying been called’ into existence Feb. 8, 
1871. It began by making M. Tames *Chicf 
of the Executive Power,” anil afterwarils gave 
him the title of President, of the Repub- 
lic. Before M. Turans retired, the Assembly 
voted not to adjourn until it had established 
(1) the ouganization end relations of the Ex- 
ecutive and Logislative branches; (2) the 
creation of a Second Chamber; and (3) an 
Electoral law. Since the choice of Marshal. 
MacMauon as President of the Republie for 
seven years from Noy. 20, 1873, the Assembly 
has been mainly occupied with the considera- 
tion and discussion of a /feneral constitu. 
tional project. Though there has always been 
a majority against the Republic, the opposi- 
tion has been divided acaong the Bonapart- 
ists, the Pourbons, abd the! ists, so that 
it could not prevail, ¢nd the final adoption of 
every feature of the! Constitutional Govern. 
ment has expressly recognidad the Republic,

In the blind impotence of his rage, he deter- 
mined to visit his anger og Henry Ward Beecher, 
imagining that he had been the cause of his 
destruction. Mr. Beecher was afriend of both 
Theodore Tilton and hia wife. Fnend, wife, and 
children must be trampied down to secare that 
vindication for which he lai bartered his whole 


soul. 

Mr. Beecher moved to this city from Indianap- 
olis im 1847. end wee already a matured man of 
assured fame when Tiltoh was euroiied eered 
the young men of Plymouth Chuich.

A Trrounz reporter made a trip along tho | 
Sonth Branch of the Chicago River yesterday in 
order to discover what the prospects were that 
the present somewhat mild weather would 
shortly resulg in iveeing the river from ite icy 
chain. He began his investigations at Randolph 
etreet bridge, where the crossing of the ice- 
bridge by foot-passengers assured him that bere 
at any rate it would require several days of con- 
tinuous warm weather before a passageway 
could be opened for the locked-up ves- 
sels. At the Madison street bridge he had 
a talk with one of the bridge-teaders, who 
told him that the ica on the river was thicker at 
present than he had ever before known it to be 
at this time of the year: The point at which the 
ice was thickest was the vicinity of the Randolph 
street bridge, whero the water had soliditted to a 
depth of about 23¢ feet. At Madison. street 
bridge the ice was nbt nearly so thick, on account 
of the constant outflow of hot water from the 
Orientai Milia. He considered that the recent 
spell of rain and warm weather had bad the effect 
of weakening the ice-bridge throughout its en- 
tire length, and of causing considerable openings
